1957.— An examination for 
selection of candidates for entry into the Air Force Flying 
College for the 77th G. D. (Pilots) Course commencing in 
January, 1959 will he held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission aL Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Hyderabad, 
Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, Patna, Shillong and Srinagar 
sometime in May, 1958. 

These centres arc liable to be changed at the discretion of 
the Commission. 

2. Admission to (he Air Force Flying College will be made 
on the icsults of a writLen examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission and an interview by 
the Air Force Selection Board, 

3. The number of vacancies to be offered on the results of 
this examination will be TEN. This is only a provisional 
number and Is liable to alteration, 

Note.— Carulidates who have applied for the Examination 
for admission to the Military College or for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy, or for the National Defence Academy Exami- 
nation for admission to the National Defence Academy, must 
exercise their final option before admission to the Air forte 
Flying College, if finally selected. After admission they will 
be considered neither for admission to the Militaiy College 
nor for the Navy nor for the National Defence Academy. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be;— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a s ubject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a former 
French possession in Tndia, or 

(d) a person of India Oiigln who has migrated from 
Pakistan or fiom the unli berated areas of Jammu 
and Kashmir with the intention of peimanently 
settling in India. 

Note 1.— The appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (cl) above will be subject to the issue of certificates of 
eligibility m their favour by the Government of India. The 
Certificate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to 
category (d) will be valid only for a period of one year 
from the date of his appointment beyond which he would be 
retained in service only if he has become a citizen of India 
Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories:— 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 

the 19th July 1648, and have ordinarily been resid- 
ing in IndW since then; 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
the 18th July 1948, but before the 30th September 
1918 and had got themselves registered as citizen 
within the time allowed; 

(411) Gurkha subjects of Nepal; 

(iv) Non-citizens who entered service under the Govern- 
ment of India before the commencement of the Cons- 
titution, viz., 26th January 1950, and who have con- 
tinued in such service since then. Any Nuch person 
who re-entered or may re-enter such service with a 
break alter the 26th January 1950, will, however, 
require certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Note 2.— A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above rule. 


5. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for 
service in any part of the world. The standards of medical 
fitnew are shown in Appendix I, 

Note.— A number of qualified candidates are rejected subse- 
quently on medical grounds, Candidates are , therefore, ad- 
vised in their own interest to get themselves medically examined 
before applying, to avoid disappointment at the final stage. 

6. Candidates must undertake not’ to marry until they com- 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subse- 
quent to the date of his application, though successful at this 
or any subsequent examination will not be selected for 
training, and a candidate who marries whilst under training 
shall be discharged and will be liable to refund all expen- 
diture incurred on him by the Government. Commissioned 
Officers of the General Duties (Pilots) Branch of the Indian 
Air Force will not be eligible for allotment of married acco- 
mmodation before they complete a minimum of three years' 
service, or before they attain the age of 25, whichever is 
earlier. 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not earlier than the 4th January, 1938 and not later 
than 3rd July 1941, 

The prescribed age limits can in no case be relaxed. 

8. Candidates must have passed one of the following exa- 
minations or possess one of the following certificates;— 

(a) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised Indian 
University; 

(b) an examination accepted by any such University as 
equivalent to Matriculation Examination for the pur- 
pose of admission to a university course; 

(c) an examination held by a State Education Board at 

the end of the Secondary School Course for the award 
of a School Leaving, Secondary School, High School 
or any other Certificate which is accepted by 
the Government of that State as equivalent to Matri- 
culation Certificate for entry into its services; 

(d) the Cambridge School Certificate Examination; 

(e) any other examination which may from time to time 
be recognised by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion as equivalent to the above; 

(f) the Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(g) the following French examinations of Pondicherry:— 
(i) 'Brevet Elementaire'; (ii) 'Brevet d' Ensignement 
Primaire de Langue Indicnne; (iii) ‘Brevet D'etudes 
du Premier Cycle'; (iv) 'Brevet D'enseignment Primaire 
Supericur de langur Indienne'; and (v) 'Brevet de 
Langue Indienne (Vernacular)'; 

(h) the Higher Educational Test of the Indian Navy; 

(i) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Higher 

Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(j) Tenth Class Certificate from a Higher Secondary 

School in Delhi/Simla; 

(k) Junior examination of the Jamia Milla Islamla, Delhi, 
in the case of bona fide resident students of the 
Jamia only; 

(i) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(m) the Anglo-Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma) with eligibility for University Course; 

(n) The Burma High School Final Examination Certificate 
with eligibility for University Course; 

(o) European High School Examination held by the State 
Governments; 
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(p) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(q) School Leaving Ccrtilicate Examination of the Govern- 
ment ol Ncpm; 

(r) T.S. "Dufterin" Final Passing oul Certificate; 

(s) Post-War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(t) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(u) Advanced Class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(v) Vidyadldkari diploma of Gurukul University, Kangri, 
Hard war; 

(w) Adfiikari diploma of Curukul University, Brindaban. 

(x) Final School LStandard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, West Bengal (Since its incep- 
tion). 

Note (i). — In the case of Cadets of the Sainik School a cciti- 
ficate from the Principal to the effect that the Cadet has reach- 
ed the '‘Matriculation Pass" standard of education will be 
accepted. 

Note (ii), — Candidates, who have appeared or intend to 
appear at any of the above examination, may also apply for 
admission to tills examination. Their applications will be 
accepted provisionally and they will be required to furnish 
proof of their having passed that examination as soon as 
possible and in any case not later than the 1st December, 
1958; otherwise candidature will be cancelled. 

9. Candidates, who were admitted to an eailier course at 
the National Defence Academy (ioiineily Joint Seivice 
Wing) /Military College (formerly Military Wing)/ Air Force 
Flying College (formerly Air Force Academy), or Naval 
Training Establishments, but were removed therefrom on dis- 
ciplinary grounds oi lor permanent medical unfitness oi for 
lack of officer-like-qualities will not be admitted to this 
examination. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the Air 
Force Flying College (formerly Air Force Academy) on 
academic grounds will not also be admitted to this examina- 
tion. 

10. A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service Com- 
mission and the appointing authority that be is suitable in 
ail respects for admission to the Air Fence Flying College. 

11. The decision of the Union Public L Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admis- 
sion to the examination shall be final. 

12. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which arc incorrect 
or lalse or suppressing material iniulmation or ol using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other Irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period:— 


separately in (i) written examination (ii) Pilot Aptitude Tests 
(ill) Officer Potentialities test and (iv) Physical Endurance 
test. Subject Lo these conditions, the qualified candidates will 
be placed in the ordei of merit on the basis of total marks 
secured. The final selection for admission Lo the Air Force 
Flying College will be made In order of merit subject to 
medical fitness and number of vacancies available. 

Note 1—1 hose candidates who do not obtain minimum 
Pilot Aptitude grade will not be given further tests at the 
Air Force Selection Board- 

Note II.— Candidates will be given Pilot Aptitude tests only 
once. The grade secured at the first appearance bcfoie the 
Air force Selection Boa id, whether toi National Defence 
Academy or for Air Force Flying College, will therefore hold 
good for subsequent interview* with the Air Force Selection 
Board. A candidate who fails in the first PiioL Aptitude test 
will not be permitted to apply for subsequent examinations 
for selection to G-D. (Pilots) Branch. 

Candidates, who have been given the Pilot Aptitude Test for 
14th J.S.W. Course or 73rd Pilots Course, or, earlier courses, 
may apply to Personnel Officers (3), Air Headquarters, New 
Delhi to find their eligibility or otherwise to apply for this 
(77th Pilots) course. 

Candidates, whe were tested for Pilot Aptitude for 15th 
N. D. A. Course or 7Jth Pilots Course onwards, should sub- 
mit their applications for this examination only if they have 
been notified as having qualified in. Pilol \ptiUulc Test. 

(b) Candidates will appear before the Air Force Selection 
Board, and undergo the tests thereat, at their own risk and 
will not be entitled to claim any compensation or other 
relief from Government in respect of any injury which they 
may sustain in the course of or as a result of any of the 
tests given to them at the Air Force Selection Board, whe- 
ther due to the negligence of any person or otherwise. 
Candidates will be required to sign a certificate to this effect 
on the form appended to the application. In the case of 
candidates who arc minors, the required certificate must be 
signed by their parents or guardians in the form prescribed. 

19. Candidates finally selected for the Indian Air Force 
will be admitted to the Air Force Flying College and undergo 
training for a period of 18 mouths approximately. This 
period is subject to change. 

20. On smcrftful completion of training, candidates will 
be granted Commission in the Indian Air Force and will be 
eligible loi permanent Commissions on probation, subject to 
the availability of vacancies and the rules then in force. 

21. Candidates finally selected for training at the Air Force 

ldving College will be required to deposit the following 

amounts witn the Officer Commanding, Air Force Flying 
College, when they report for training:— 

(a) If not applying for Government Financial 
Aid. 

(i) Pocket allowance for 5 months Rs. 200 

(ii) For items of clothing Sc Equipment Rs. 250

13. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless fie fiolds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commission. 

14. Any attempt on tfie part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admUaion. 

15. Tfie maximum number of candidates to be admitted to 
the examination ruay at the discretion of the Commission be 
limited to such number as the Commission may decide. If 
a limit is Imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit to the Union Public Service Commission shall select from 
among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall have regard In so doing to the suita- 
bility of the applicants for admission to the Air Force Flying 
College, 

16. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
In the manner prescribed In Appendix II to the Notification. 

17. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix III. 
No claim for a refund of these fees will ordinarily be enter- 
tained except to the extent stated in the Appendix, hot can 
they be held in reserve for any other examination or selection 

18. (a) The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates m order of incut as disclosed by the agjrre- 
gate marks awarded to each candidate at the written exami- 
nation, The candidates, who obtain minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination, shall appear- before the Air 
Force Selection Board for Pilot Aptitude tests and Officrr 
Potentialities test. The maximum marks obtainable at these 
tests are 900, Candidates who obtain minimum qualifying 
marks separately in Pilot Aptitude tests and Officer Poten- 
tialities test will be further subjected to a Physical Endurance 
test, details of which are given in Appendix IV and for 
which there will be a maximum oi 200 marks. To br accept- 
able, candidates should secure minimum qualifying marks

22. While the cost of training including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The expenses at the 
College are NOT likely to exceed Rs, 40 per month. If a 
cadet's parent or guardian is unable to meet, wholly or 
partly, even this expenditure, financial assistance may be 
granted by the Government upto a maximum of Ru. 40 per 
month, No cadet whose parent or guardian has an Income 
of Rs. 300 per mensem or above would be eligible for the 
grant of the financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of having any financial assistance 
should immediately after being finally selected for training 
at the College, submit an application through the District 
Magistrate of his District who will forward the application 
with his recommendation to Air Headquarters (P. p. Sc R.) 
Defence Headquarters P.O. New Delhi ! L An advance copy 
of the application is to be sent DIRECT to Air Head- 
quarters (P, P. 8c R.) New Delhi- 11. 

23. Candidates when called up for Interview by the Air 
Force Selection Board or for subsequent training will be 
eligible for Tiavclling and daily allowances in accoi dance 
with the rules then m fone. Candidates, who have previously 
been before the Air Force Selection Board for ihe same type 
of Commission \i e for an eailier NDA Course lor Air Force 
or foi an earlioi G.D. (Pilots, Course)], aie not entitled to 
Travelling and daily allowances on subsequent occasions. 

24. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other conditions 
of service aftei the grant of commission will be identical with 
those applicable from time to time to regular officers of the 
IA..F, 

25. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign 
whilst under training. A civilian candidate who is not con- 
sidered suitable to complete the full course of training may 
with tile permission of Air Headquarters, be discharged. 
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26. Before joining the college the candidate and his parent 
or guardian, will be required to sign a bond to the effect 
that, if for any reason not beyond the control of the candi- 
date, he wishes to withdraw duiing training, or fails to accept 
a commission, if offered, he will be liable to refund the 
whole or such portion of cost of tuition, food, clothing, pay 
and allowances as may be decided upon by the Government 

27. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet will be 
placed at the disposal of the Commandant of the Training 
Institution. The unexpended portion of this allowance will 
be:— 

(i) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a 

commissions ui 

(ii) it he is not granted a commission, refunded to the 
State. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal property of the cadet. Such articles will, however, 
be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under train- 
ing or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. 
The articles withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advant- 
age of the State.
